The Ministerial Land Jum- 
per 

Referring to tho recent disgraceful caso 
of Ministerial land jumping at Deep Bay, 
Baynos Sound, the or<ran of the Govern- 
ment boldly asserts that ''there i« no 
truth vhrtlovor in the story." The extra- 
ordinary admission with which it is ac- 
companied (i.e. "Wo didn't even take tho 
trouble to enquire into it,") would load 
one to eoueludo that faith in tho abstract 
honour, &o . , of tho Minister constituted the 
basis of tho assertion. It is to bo regret- 
ted, however, that the writer in the organ 
did not "take tho trouble to enquire into 
it;" for ho could easily have learned at the 
Land Office that, about five weeks since, 
Mr. Donaldson (Mr. Dawson's partner) 
earns all tho way from Baynes Hound for 
tho express purpose of having the laud in 
quastion recorded, and that, substantially, 
tho following occurred: 

Mr. Donaldson — (Presenting a diagram 
and description of the land), I wish to 
havo this piece of land recorded. I have 
complied with all tho requiromonts of tho 
Act. 

Government Officer — (After referring to 
tho Clerk of Records and looking over tho 
books and maps) , You cannot havo that 
piece of land. 

Mr. Donaldson— "Why not ? It is not ro- 
sorved, surely? 

Officer — No, it is not reserved exactly. 
It is pre-empted. 

Mr. Donaldson— That surely cannot be. 
"Wo have been living there for months, 
and havo neither heard nor seen any in- 
dications of its having been pre-empted; 
and I am quito positive that no one has 
ever resided on it, except ourselves. May 
I ask by whom it is pre-empted ? 

Officer — (Evidently embarrassed), I am 
not at liberty to tell you by whom; but I 
can assuro you it is pre-empted. 

Mr. Donaldson.— (Somewhat excited), 
I cannot believe it id pre-empted in tho 
legal sense, as I am certain no one has oc- 
cupied it.and the law requires actual, per- 
sonal occupation. And 1 don't think you 
have any right to withhold the name of the 
alleged pre-emptor. If tho transaction is 
all right and straightforward, why con- 
ceal the name V I demand tho name. 

Officer — (Evidently feeling very uncom- 
fortable) , If you will call to-morrow I may 
be able to to tell you more about it. 

(Exit Mr. Donaldson, promising to call 
next day.) 

Mr. Donaldson— Well, I havo como to 
learn more about that pre-emption busi- 
ness. 

Officer — The pieco of land you aro after 
is pre-empted by Hon. Dr. Ash. 

Mr. Donaldson — Dr. Ashl How can ho 
possibly hold it ? He does not reside on 
it---has never spent an hour on it— -has not 
made oven a pretense of occupying it. 

Officer — (With a conciliatory air) , What 
you say is true to a certain extent. Dr. 
Ash has not occupied the land. But, then, 
he has obtained from the. Government four 
months' leave of absence! 

Mr. Donaldson— la it possible that a 
momber of tho Government, in receipt of 
a largo salary for promoting settle- 
ment, would jump a pieco of land 
nearly one hundred and fifty miles 
away from his residence, over the heads of 
actual settlers struggling to create a home- 
stead in the country? Above all, is it 
possible that a Cabinet Minister will thus 
virtually evade the spirit, if not the letter, 
of tho law, by giving himself four months' 
leave of absence from what was never, 
and never will he, his homo, until he can, 
under some other quibble, obtain a title 
to it? If this the way Ministers are go- 
ing to act, the sooner tho country lapses 
into tho one-man system of government 
the better. This is certainly a strange way 
to promote settlement. I shall seo further 
into this matter. I havo a good mind to go 
to tho Colonist office and lay the facts be- 
fore the oditor. 

Officer— (Imploringly) O, don't. That 
would destroy all chance of your obtain- 
ing any favor from tho Government. 

Mr Donaldson — (Indignant] Favor! Do 
you call it a favor when a British subject 
who has struggled twelve years to develop 
tho resources of tho country, asks to be 
allowed to tako up a homestead? I 
should have thought tho boot was on tho 
other foot — that it was a favor to got bona 
fide settlers to go on tho land. But hero 
is a member of the Government, who 
can, by virtue of his office, grant himself 
Buoh privilegosas will render tho law nuga- 
tory, jumping a homestead over the heads 
of actual settlers, and holding it in con- 
travention of the spirit and, as I think, 
letter of tho law! If Ministers, with the 
advantages their official position and 
knowlodgo give them, aro going to en- 
gage in this kind of business, wo poor 
outsiders may as well retire from tho un- 
equal contest. I ask no "favors". I de- 
maud my rights; and I shall go to tho ed- 
itor of the Colonist. 

And to tho editor lie went; and lie stated 
the whole caso. The facts have been with- 
held until tho present time because we 
wcro anxious to believe that tho Provin- 
cial Secretary would not press his doubt- 
ful claim to tho land. Now, however, 
that all hope of that is gone, the cusc is 
laid before tho public, and there wo leave 
it for tho present. Wo havo to say, in 
conclusion, that any denial or contradic- 
tion of facts which may be attempted by 
the paid organ or friends of tho Govern- 
ment will bo of no avail, inasmuch as the 
whole subject will bo properly investi- 
gated before a Committee 01 (lie Legisla- 
tive Assembly, where it will bo found 
that the Deep Bay land jumping caso ia 
no better than we have represented it; and 
that it stands not alone.

What rt trout! The I'rolossor hits com- 
pleted tiro books, and is now traveling 
the world over collecting material for the 
third — subject the phrenology of tho va- 
rious races and tribes, as compared with 
thoir habits and natural history, includ- 
ing their men of mark.

Mr. Win. H. Woodcock arrived last 
evening from Skeenamouth in tho sloop 
Yellow Lane, Capt. Win. Madden. They 
were 35 days on tho trip and experienced 
terrible gales from the S.E. and S.W. 
The sloop put in at Indian Covo, where 
a part of the wreckage of the G.S.W right 
«amo ashore. The party on board the 
sloop found the foremast, bowsprit, part 
of tho wheel, and some of tho cabin plank. 
It was lying on tho beach at extreme high 
•watermark. Tho mast was en tire and had 
no scratches on it. The bowsprit was 
flhivered, as if it had struck against a 
rock. It is believed tho steamer struck 
on the Hannah Hocks during a S.W. gale. 
No bodies were ]ucked up at Capo dilu- 
tion; but about l"i() miles north of the 
Cape, at Aristtisable Island — part of the 
body of a man lashed to two chairs with a 
>voolen comforter and having on a lifo- 
preserver, was picked up by tho Indians 
anil buried. Some of tho cabin furniture 
and planking came ashoro at tlio same 
place. None of tlio small boats have been 
heard of. They must have gone down at 
tho davits. Mr. Woodcock told tho Indi- 
ans at the diflerent villages on the coast 
to preserve the wreckage and bury any 
bodiea that might come ashoro and he 
would see they were paid. Tho Indians 
from Cape Caution up are very friendly.

Hon. Mr. Tripper has introduced tho 
following resolution to provide for tho 
speotion of gas: — "That it is expedient to 
provide fur the inspection of gas meters, 
and for testing the purity and illumina- 
ting powers of gas supplied to customers, 
with power to the Governor in Council 
to make a tariff of fees for such inspection 
luHicforit for carrying the act into effect." 
Ho alluded to his recent motion with re- 
ference to the weights and measures, and 
said the measures of gas required regu- 
lating us maoh as other measures. From 
tho best information he could got ho 
found that tfia amount expended by tho 
tho gas consumers of Canada was not loss 
than (51,250,000 per annum. There was 
now lio. legalized standard for tho meas- 
urement of gas, and tho motors in uso 
constantly become ;inaeurate. Ho do- 
sired to have tested not only the quantity 
but also the quality of gas, to prevent tho 
escape of deleterious matter into houses, 
ft aliould also bo shown that tho gas sup- 
plied contained the illuminating power 
for which tho consumer paid. Tho reso- 
lution was passed.

San Salvador 



Pa.nama, April 5— Beports from San Sal- 
vador state that the authorities still per- 
sist in rebuilding upon tho same site, 
although this ia the eighth time within ono 
hundred anil fifty years that the city has 
been destroyed. Most of the people have 
removed to Santa Trela. Tho only build- 
ing that stood tho shocks with littlo in- 
jury was ono of timber. The impulse at 
present is to import timber from Califor- 
nia foi tlio construction of such earthquake 
proof houses. 

Aid in money has been tendered, and is 
boing sent from all parts ef tho Republic. 
Everything lias risen to exorbitant prices. 
Tho prisoners in the jail have been re- 
moved to other places. The Sisters of 
Charity havo been assiduous in their at- 
tendance upon tlio sick and wounded. 
Captain Kennedy, of the British ship 
Reindeer, gave all the assistance that he 
could, and offered her for use. Biddlo, 
the U.S. Minister, as well as the Govern- 
ment, returned letters of thanks to Capt. 
Kennedy. 

Great foars are entertained that the stop- 
pages of sewers, exposure and fright, and 
the desd bodies being uncovered from be- 
neath ruins, and other conditions, may 
bring on an epidemic. 

A line bridge lately built across tho 
rivor on the road to Lojapongo was thrown 
down. Another bridge was rendered im- 
pasRiblo by immense blocks of stone 
thrown down from the heights. The olli- 
cors of the Reindeer report that the L'nit- 
ed States Con uilato was a mass of ruins 
inside, though the walls were standing. 
Biddle, with his live littlo ones, hud a nar- 
i ow oncape. 

During tho two days that the officers 
remained at San Salvador, they felt light 
shock t\ lt\ some places the ground 
cracked a foot wide and very deep. At 
every shock all the cocks in the place be- 
gan to crow, and the pigeons whirled 
about wildly in the air.
